On the trial of an indietment for keeping 
a lewd bouse, under section 4462 ofthe Code, 


it is not necessary to show tuat the master of 
the house kept the same for profit, It is suf 
ficient if it appear that the lewdness carried 
on was with his permission or in his presence 
without his dissent. 

A man is guiity of keeping a lewd honse 
within the meaning of section 4462 of the 
Code, if open and notorious lewdness is frae- 
ticed therein by his wife and daughters, in 
his presence, with his consent or without 
his dissent. 

Itis not an expression of opinion by the 
Judge, as to what has been proven on the 
trial of an indictment for keeping a lewd 
house, to say to the defendant’s attorney, 
(who is addressing the Court upon th law 
of the case.) in reply to the claim of the at. 
torney, that-there must be proof that the de.
